But notwithstanding the coe economy prac- 
tised on all hands, the stock in the yards has run 
very low, and the prices have gone up as stated. 
In fact, the supply has reached so low a point 
that there is now in the coal yards, for sale, only 
enough Pittsburgh coal to last the eity about ten 
days, and that, too, with careful use and permit- 
ting as little waste as possible. This is distribu- 


Tothis may be added probably eight to ten 
thousand bushels of Pomeroy and other coal, 
making an aggregate in round numbers of say 
75,000 bushels. This was the estimate, on Wed- 
neaday, of men engaged in the trade, and at this 
writing the figures are rather over than under 
the actualemount on hand. The city demands 
from the yards an average in the neighborhood of 
ten thousand bushels daily; but the scareity and 
high price compel the exercise of economy, and 
deducting on that account say 2,500 bushels per 
day, which we think is a fair allowance, our 
daily consumption is about 7,500 bushels. At 
that rate 75,000 bushels wul last. as we have said. 
tem days. During that time enough will come ia 
on the railroads to last probably two days longer 
80 that ne may consider ourselves in possession 
of twelve days’ supply. In this estimate we 
have taken only the coal now in the 5 
Will coal go any higher? This is the anxious 
question of thousands, and, though it cannot be 
answered. there are much specu- 
lation and prophecy, and not a little foreboding, 
among deslers and consumers. Of course, if 
more does not arrive before the stock in the 
maiket isexheausted—and arrive not by car-loads 
bet by thousands of bushele—the price will go 
up, up, up, till the supply does come, We have 
ten days to go on. Let us turn for a moment to 
the sources from which we can draw replenish- 
mant. In the first place, the Ohio river is our 
maim dependence for cheap coal. Pittsburgh 
coal is undoubtedly much superior to any other 
cheap coal brought to this market. It must 
come bg the river. But the river at its present 
stage is just as much better than a ditoh as the 
chances of a freshet make it. (niess it rises 
enough to float out the coal fleets that are lyinz, 
drouth-bound, in the region of Pittaburga, i, 
cam do us no good, and that rise must come in 
the next twelve days or we must look elsewaer: 
for relief. 

Kentucky and Indiana coals are not as good as 
Pittsburgh coal, and generally not as cheap. 
These coals are difficult of access and expensive 
in transportation, and it will bes long time, if 
ever, before they can be brought into competi. 
tion with the Pennsylvania mines, It will re- 
quire a great outlay of money, time and labor to 
make them available. In the mean time—that is, 
now—Kentucky coal is out of the question, and 
Indiana coal nearly so. The latter is taken to 
Cincinnati, which is more distant from the mines 
than Louisville, and sold, we understand, for 
about eighteen cents per bushel. To get it here, 
however, it would have to be brought across the 
bridge in cars, and unloaded in the city, or the 
extra handling and hauling from Jeffersonvilie 
would add sc much to the price that it would be 
of luttie or no advantage to us, even in a crisis 
like the present, But the coal is brought in on 
one road,and another owns the bridge, and, 
whatever may be the cause, it seems that the 
trains of the former do not cross the bridge. 
Our Jeffersonville reporter says that anthracite 
coal is brought to that place at fourteen cents 
per bashel, while bituminous coal sells in this 
city at thirty-two cents per bushel. The differ- 
ence is certainly a heavy toll for the people of 
Louisville to pay to the bridge company. Half 
of it would be too much. 

We are told that New Albany can spare us 60,- 
000 bushels, and we know that thereare nearly a 
half million bushels lying below the falls. which 
belong to the Southern markets, but are, like the 
- Pittaburgh fleets, detained by low water. These 
are r sources that are at hand and immediately 

so that there is no danger that 
we will not have enough coal for ail ordinary 
purposes, if we are only willing to pay the 
price. As far as their effect upon the price is 
concerned, these masses of coal micht almost as 
well be beck-at Pittsburgh. They cannot even 
now be puton the market at less than forty 
cents per bushel, and the price will certainly 
rise if the river does not. If low water con- 
tinues, the owners of this coal will, in all proba- 
bility, do just as most other peopie would do 
under the same circumstances; that is, ask just 
as much as they can get for their stock, which 
will very likely be just as much as they esk. 

So that, to sum up the whole matter, it is evi- 
dent that the answer given to the grave ques- 
tion: “Will coal go any higher? depends entire- 
ly tmn tue Caprice of the weather, And juct 
here comesin the first bit of consolation for 
coal-consumers. Every fall, or nearly s0, a 
freehet occurs which is known as the fall rise.“ 
This happens generally in October or November, 
but sometimes later. Men, whose lives have 
been spent on the:river, and who have studied 
the weather problem with the care that person 
al interest inepires, are of the opinion that we 
may look for this fall rise“ ina few days.

A few days since the sewer leading out from 
the old bed of Beargrass creek was completed, 
and the great cess- pool which bas for years been 
the bane of that portion of the city between 
Ww street and the river began. to be 
drained off.

Indeed there is enough 
poison in this stream of corruption to destroy a 
nation if the noses could ail be held over it at 
one. The people of that vicinity will breathe 
more freely when the noxious and obnoxious 
fiood shall have passed away. 


A Man Badly Beaten with a Hammer, 
About 12 o’clock yesterday a man named Oluie 
Dozier, employed as saw-tender in the planing- 
mill of Davis, Storts & Co., on Ninth street, near 
Broadway, entered the engine-room, and was or- 
dered by Fred.
